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■ Newcomers to the annual Plowden con- 
ference on primary education might well 
start off with a strong feeling that it is a 
cosy and complacent occasion. Old hands tell 
you they come for their “annual fix", and start 
setting up a cricket match for the free after- 
noon. 

Three of the six main speeches seem de- 
liberately off-centre, contributed by a poet, a 
journalist and a paediatrician. This year, the 
occasion was even cosier than usual - local 
authorities were not picking up the bill, and 
most teachers at the conference were paying 
their own way. 

But by Lady Plowden ’s closing address 
(when, as always, she played a straight bat and 
hit out at defensive bowling - see page 1) it 
was dear that there was no comfortable con- 
sensus about right-minded primary practice. 
Instead, awkward- questions were being asked 
about what many partidpants would have con- 
sidered outstandingly good work. 

Certainly, there was considerable agreement 
about (he first steps that lead to successful 
practice. The basic Plowden tenets of children 
learning by activity, starting from their own 
surroundings and being taught to conduct their 
own investigations, were not questioned. 

But there seemed to be a strong feeling that 
Plowden style, as often practised, could end in 
very superficial work, and that there was a 
need for new thinking and definitions Hint 
could lead on to stage two. 

Stage one, at its best, was all around the 
conference wnlls, with exhibitions of children’s 
work from High Wych school in Hertfordshire 
and Guillemont Junior in Hampshire. Children 
had conducted those detailed investigations ol 
many things around them. 

The work had led to a great deal of repre- 
sentational art in a variety of media - printing, 
needlework, batik, clay. It had generated work 
in science, with children devising and reporting 
on their experiments, and writing and poetry, 
and mathematics. The work was often pre- 
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Fourteen years on - 
Plowden refurbished 


sented in impressive books made by the chil- 
dren. with careful layouts and striking bind- 
ings. 

Teacher trainers at the conference discussed 
the chances of getting their primary-range stu- 
dents to do this kind of work, both at their 
own level and with children. This approach- 
had got a long way at Bishop Grosseteste 
college, and the “professional studies” tutors 
discussed how they now devoted the whole 
third year to it. 

At the sharp end of conference discussions. 


three main worries were being expressed about 
this work. The most predictable, and perhaps 
the easiest to answer, whs its relevance to 
inner city children. The most surprising was 
whether it was not stifling children’s creativity. 
Were they in fact producing highly skilled 
products more or less at their teachers’ dicta- 
tion? 

But the most immediately difficult question 
was how work of this kind can be organized so 
that children (and collelge students) have a 
balanced education, and end with the intellec*

Many public school assisted places unfilled 

Empty desks in aid scheme 


by Diane Spencer 

Seventy per ant of places in Eng- 
bnd’s leading public schools on offer 
under the Government’s controver- 
S assisted plaas scheme have gone 
to pupils from maintained schools. 

A nrivatc survey by the Headmas- 
la? ttiSerence (HMC) of 110 lead- 
for nubile schools also discloses that 
fi more than 2,000 or nearly 2,800 
places being offered have been taken 

U *W ten scheme as a whole pro- 
vides nearly 5,500 places in England, 
including almost 1,000 in the sixth 


form, which proved more difficult to 
fill with suitable pupils. Only 205 of 
the 512 sixth form places on offer by 
the HMC schools in the survey have 
been filled. 

However, there was no shortage of 
applicants overall. The schools in the 
survey received 7,400 applications. 
In some cases, pupils failed to reach 
the academic standard, in others 
their parents did not fall within the 
required income bracket. 

Some schools were heavily over- 
subscribed and had to turn away

who might have been given a place 
at a less popular school. 

The HMC schools account for half 


the 220 schools taking part in the 
scheme, and for about half the 


places on offer this year. A quarter

The VATman cometh, 
and trails confusion 


by Hilary Wilce 

VAT men are descending on adult 
education centres in increasing num- 
bers, but their judgments on which 
courses should be subject to their 15 
per cent , levy are varying greatly. 

Fees for educational courses are 
considered exempt from value added 
tax, but those for recreational 
courses are not. So at Debden Adult 
Education Centre, in Essex, where 
two VAT inspectors arrived recently, 
0 level French was judged tax ex- 
empt, but not holiday French. 


But decisions of local inspectors 
reported to the National Institute of 
Adult Education Include:

•• that, a course not designed for 
asternal examination is recreational; 
■ • that courses conducted outside a 
Or college are more likely to 
he tttftaJtefoal. 

. Arthur Stock, director of the 
iflittutt, said that recent publicity 
»vea to attempts to provide self- 
jwanang adult education services 
bad stirred the interest of tax inspec- 


tors. They had also become more 
active following the decision of 
Grampian Region, in Scotland, to. 
appeal against the decision to levy 
VAT on evening classes for non- 
vocational students. 

Both the Institute and the Associa- 
tion of County Councils are pressing 
the Department of Education ana 
Science to take up the issue with 
Customs and Excise. A spokesman 
for the DES said that talks were 
planned. 

Meanwhile the Treasury has set 
out its official position in a letter 
from Lord Cockfield, Minister of 
State at the Treasury, to Mr Russell 
Johnston, Liberal MP for Inverness- 
shire. This says that if full-cost fees 
are charged, "to qualify for an ex- 
emption a course would have to be- 
comparable In depth, duration and 
content with similar courses provided 
by a school or university providing 
exempt education.” 

The judgment in the Grampian 
appeal, due to be heard next month, 
should help clarify the situation.

While the council’s Labour group 
has not yet stated whether or not ft i 
will make cuts, It warned before the 
referendum that flVSrai cuts In educa- 
tion would mean axelng at least 100 
teachers’ Jobs, reducing capitation 
allowances to schools by 20 per cent, 
and raising the price of school meals 
from 45 to 50 pence. 

Mr’ Harry Mellon, general secret- 
ary of the National Union of Teachers 
In Coventry said this week: ’It seems 
absolutely certain to me that the 
council will now make the cuts.”

The school above was deserted on 
Wednesday, the first day of the au- 
tumn term.

education offices, on Wednesday, to 
discuss contingency plans. Mr Mos- 
lyn Thomas his deputy said.

The school was built 15 years ago 
on coal waste to replace the old 
building, engulfed by a slurry tip 
collapse which killed 116 children 
and 23 adults. 


Race conflict claim denied

The BBC's acclaimed adult literacy 
series On lhe Move has been nomin- 
ated for an international literacy 
award. 

Three literacy prizes arc awarded 
annually by the united Nations Edu- 
cational, Scientific and Cultural 
Organization, but this is the first 
time a British project has been be- 
fore the jury. In previous years the 
Government has been reluctant to 
nominate a national scheme, feeling 
that the prizes should be given for 
work in developing countries. 

This year, however, government 
advisors urged a break with this 
tradition. They argued that the for- 
mat of On The Move was relevant to 
developing countries, and that wide- 
spread interest in. the series had been 
shown by Commonwealth countries. 

Sources within Unesco suggested 
this week that the nomination had 
found favour with the judges for its 
innovative methods nnd for the way 
that the television programmes had 
'been linked to a nationwide referral 
system. 

The series of 50 10-minute prog- 
rammes was first shown in 1975 and 
has been repeated five times. 

The prizes are to be awarded in 
Paris next Tuesday, on a day desig- 
nated by Unesco as International Li-, 
teracy Day. The three prizes are the 
Nadezhda K. Krupskaya prize of ab- 
out £4.000, given Dy the Government 
of the Soviet Union, the Internation- 
al Readme Association, prize of ab- 
out £3,000, given by an American-, 
based non-governmental organiza- 
tion, and the Noma prize, given by q- 
Japanese publisher, Mr Shoichi 
Notna. ■ ; .

A psychological test may show 
schools the pupils at risk of pro- 
nged unemployment when they 
leave - and how to take corrective 
action. The test reveals how youngs- 
ters feelings about their ability to 
influence their lives affect their 
chances of getting work. 

Psychologist Ms Helen Poole said 
in a paper to tile association yester- 
day that the stronger a leaver be- 
lieves in his or her ability to affect 
what happens, the greater the 
chances of setting a job. And 
youngsters’ belief in this ability, can 
be built up, Ms Poole says, by short 
training courses emphasizing 
problem-solving. 

The test, used in a study by Ms 
Poole involving 121 leavers from 
four schools in Barnsley, is called the 
Nowicki-Strickland test, which estab- 
lishes what psychologists call the 
"locus of control". An external locus 
means a belief that whatever one 
does will not determine the outcome,

University crisis may

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Sir, Michael Voungman (Talkback, 
August 14) asks a number of perti-

isticians in social research. He points 
out that relatively few statisticians in 
this country have become involved in 
social, and especially educational, re- 
search and suggests that those who 
have done, have not been very con- 
structive in their contributions.

Sir, - In his enthusiasm to promote 
the computer as a school resource, 
Ian Btmbaum (Talkback August 14) 
presents an unnecessary and dis- 
torted attack on computer studies. 
Of course there is an element of 
truth in some of Mr Bimba urn's 
arguments. It must be admitted, for 
example, that computer studies is 
still taught primarily by mathemati- 
cians, even though the subject is 
wide-ranging In nature, and could 
be taught effectively by an approp- 
riately trained geographer or social 
studies teacher. It is also true that 
the social implications of computing 
may require a different teaching 
approach to that of a maths lesson.

It is clear that 
computers are , having a profound 
effect on many aspects of our sode- 
ly, and it is vital that students Should 
be- awart of .these effects, and of the 
computer's enormous potential ■ to 
bring about change. This is where 
Mr Birnbaum’ s analogy with , library 
studies is false - libraries have; an 
effect only , on those people , who 
choose to use (hem, whereas compu- 
ters affect all oilr lives, even if we 


professionals find themselves retreat- 
ing to their own disciplinary shelters 
amid a general free for all. It would 
be far more useful to deride what 
can be learnt from the success stories, 
of which Murray Aitkin's reanalysis 
of Neville Bennett's teaching styles 
data is certainly one. 

Aitkin, an extremely competent 
statistician, has developed useful and 
interesting ideas about how to clas- 
sify the ways in which teachers oper- 
ate, and how to incorporate different 
units of aggregation (children, clas- 
ses, etc.) into a single statistical 
"model". In addition, and contrary 
to what Youngman suggests, both 
Aitkin and Bennett have worked

Paradoxically, while criticizing 
computer studies courses, Mr Bim- 
baum advocates computer awareness 
courses for all students. In fact the 
two courses are complementary. All 
students should have an awareness of 
what computers are, and how they 
are used, just as all students should 
have an awareness of the countries 
of the world, and the events of his- 
tory. Equally, all students should be 
able to choose to leam more about 
computers and computing, just as 
they can choose to learn more about 
geography or history. It is important 
that we should provide both a "sur- 
vival kit” for all students entering 
our society, and also that we cater 
for the needs and capabilities of the 
individual. 

Finally, let us not forget that com-

Menial values 

Sir, - Martin Wright in Talkback 
(August 21) is interesting. My own 
career between school ana university 
conformed to the pattern commonest 
among the sample of Downing fresh- 
men: menial work - in my case as a car . 
park otlendant - financing work and 
travel abroad. On the basis of my own 
experience I should like to examine 
some of Mr Wright’* assertions. 

He writes: "most jobs were menial 
... rarely did freshmen use the ta- 
lent we assume they possess.” Here I 
think he underestimates the value to a 
student, of the qualities required for 
doing menial work. It is tiring; it is 
boring; it is poorly rewarded. To do it 
for long enough to earn a few hundred 
pounds and 8° abroad, requires (and 
develops) a certain degree of deter- 
mination. • . 

But that is not all: being the bot- 
tom of the pile, being the guy who 
makes the tea, it probably n general 
a healthy experience for "intelligent 
■ young people’- - to whom "the' fu-. 
tore "challenge 1 , of industry" f* the 
challenge of research i of manage- 
ment, of (to be blunt) being the 
boss. I submit that a boss who knows 
how his van driver feels, has a better 
change of being a good boss than 
one who has been employed m a 
better way": ,

These are just two of the jobs 
available to the 17,000-plus pupils 
who were able to take advantage of 
the Trident Trusts scheme for pro- 
viding youngsters with work experi- 
ence while still at school. 

"ft's been said we can provide jobs 
in anything from manufacturing 
black puddings to working in banks, 
said Mr John Kerry, the trust’s assis- 
tant director in charge of education. 

At present, Trident is working 
with more than 20 local education 
authorities providing youngsters with 
on-the-job experience ana hopes to 
start new schemes in other author- 
ities soon. 

Already, Birmingham City Council 
has expressed interest in launching a 
scheme - and the trust is hopeful 
that Coventry may well follow suit. 

Project Trident schemes differ 
from other work experience schemes 
in that each youngster spends a 
three-week stint in the factory or. 
office to which he or she is allocated. 

“We believe the pupils have to be 
there to establish the right kind of 
relationship with the people they are 
working alongside,” said Mr Kerry. 
“That is the benefit of it - it means 
that they are establishing a rela- 
tionship at an early age with some- 
one other than their teacher or a 
fellow pupil." 

The Tndent Trust sprang from a 
small pilot project launched in 
Hampshire just ten years ago and it • 
quickly spread to five other areas. 

It was financed initially by the 
DuJvcrton Trust, which administers 
money from the WD and HO Wills 
tobacco company - and at that stage 
gave, its sendees to local authorities.

£3,000 a year to administer the ser- 
vice which has meant that two - 
Cheshire and Darlington - have fal- 
len by the wayside.

Saving AE 

Tom Daveney 

Of all the local authority educational 
xervices, the most severely affected 
bv the present retrenchment is with- 
out doubt adult education. In some 
a,eas as the search for savings in- 
ctcmcs in intensity, the provision has 
disappeared altogether. ■ 

Hot then is it to be saved from 
stunted development or outright ex- 
tinction, when the pruning knife is 
being wielded with a ferocity un- 
known hi modern times? The answer 
Is 10 look at another sector outside 
the local authority which, asto- 
niihingly, if not exactly growing, is 
holding Its ground firmly. 

I refer to the responsible bodies, 
ie, the Workers’ Educational Asso- 
datiai and the extra-mural depart- 
ments of the universities, which, 
although enduring cuts along with 
other university departments, are 
nevertheless still keeping their heads 
above water. The reason for this is 
(he special financial arrangements 
which they have directly with a tiny 
part of the DES. 

This is known as Universities’ 
Branch (FE). who supply them with 
ear-marked funds of up to 75 per 
cent of teaching costs (fees, travel, 
subsistence) on the basis of a prog- 
ramme of classes approved by tnem- 
selveg and HMI. Extra-mural depart- 
ments have particular cause to be 
grateful for this scheme at the pre- 
sent time: had things been otherwise 
they might now be faced with instant 
dissolution. 

This “responsible body” arrange- 
ment dates from Tawney’s 1919 re- 
port, In which it was recognized that 
a valuable and inexpensive boost 
wu\d be riyen to the liberal educa- 
tion of the populace by assisting 
Ihere voluntary bodies to help them-

Again, because the raison d’tire of 
the voluntary body is the fulfilment 
of a particular social requirement, 
the motives of the staff tend to be 
more vocational than merely profes- 
sional. The result, from the point of 
view of the grant-awarding body, is 
an extremely cost-effective service, 
which they can influence within 
reason, and for whose administrative 
costs they are not responsible. From 
the point of view of the grant- 
receiving body the advantage is an 
ear-marked grant which cannot be 
raided in times of competing priori- 
ties. 

If, therefore, AE were constituted 
as a responsible body, it could be 
saved. 

The advantages for the local au- 
thority under such a scheme are that 
the teaching budget of their AE 
programme is 75 per cent assured, 
and assured in such a way that it is 
completely protected from the preda- 
tory encroachments of their own 
administration. It is true that the 
rate support grant would most likely 
be reduced by the amount nominally 
included in it for AE, so that appar- 
ently there is no financial advantage. 
Yet the new arrangement could re- 
sult ultimately in far more profitable 
use of resources. 

The key factors here are: 1. the 
amount of voluntary effort which 
voluntary bodies tend to employ; 2. 
the drop in the ratio of administra- 
tive to teaching costs (this is because 
whenever there is a squeeze on costs 
within the body, it only makes sense 
to squeeze administration . and not 
the heavily subsidized teaching

Sir Fra nc I k Bacon: A Biography. By Jean 
Overton Fuller.

It has been said that the lunatic element 
among Baconians embraces rather more than a 
fringe. Delia Bacon, the first to popularize the. 
theory that her namesake wrote Shakespeare, 
died insane after digging for Bacon's will 
under the bard's gravestone. Another Amer- 
ican, Ignatius Donnelly, proved in his “Great 
Cryptogram" of 1888 that Bacon had not only 
produced Shakespeare’s works but also 
ghosted Montaigne's Essays, the plays of Mar- 
lowe and Jonson, Burton's Anatomy of Melan- 
choly and the 1611 Bible. Donnelly’s use of 
cipher to illustrate this was taken a step furth- 
er by a Detroit physicist. Dr Orville Owen. 
Pasting the pages of Bacon's works to two 
enormous wheels and matching these with the 
help of four guide words, Owen unearthed 
some novel evidence as to Bacon's descent 
from Elizabeth. Persuaded of the existence of 
66 iron boxes containing Bacon's manuscripts, 
Owen used his wheels to find a location by 
a castle 2Vi miles from where the Wye joined 
the Severn. When a dig produced nothing, he 
extracted from Ben Jonson’s line, "it was for 
gentle Shakespeare cut” the message "seek, 
Sir, at a true angle at Chepstow F." AH he 
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came upon was an abandoned cistern. Shortly 
before his death and after scvcrul more ex- 
cavations, Owen parted with the advice, "nev- 
er go into this Baconian controversy." It was 
not advice that his disciple Mrs Gallup fol- 
lowed. From her analysis of print fount per- 
mutations, she found much to substnntiutc 
Owen's earlier discoveries, including B neon’s 
awareness that "Queen Elizabeth is my true 
mother and I am the lawful heire to the 
throne. Finde the cipher stone my books con- 
tain. It tells great secrets, every one of which 
if imparted openly would forfeit my life." As 
Mrs Gallup admitted. "I sometimes think in- 
spiration ... is absolutely essential." For nil 
that, such anti-Stratfordians have inspired con- 
fidence in an impressive list of people, from 
Bismarck and Mark Twain to Henry James 
and Daphne du Maurier. 

Jean Overton Fuller’s biography firmly re- 
turns Bacon’s sponsorship to this side of the 
Atlantic. It also allows a subject, more usually 
the province of lawyers, retired military and 
mediums, to be aired by someone who has a 
professional contact with literature. Sensibly 
avoiding cipher as a domain "in which it is 
easy to lose reality in illusion", she is never- 
theless assisted in her great pursuit by methods 
not conventionally used by academics. While 
contemplating the fireplace engravings in 
Canonbury Tower, Bacon’s London home, “a 
waking vision came to me ... a bird that 
never was and never could have been . . .

Well words were made to be eaten. 
Having complained about the foreign 
language productions at the Festival. 
I now nave to declare that I wouldn't 
have missed The Girl From Andros 
for anything. The National Theatre 
of Rumania’s production worked for 
two main reasons. First, the story 
(following Terence’s comedy about 
star-cross lovers) is so simple and the 
Imagery so homely as to belong to a 
universal language.

Contrary to my expecta- 
tions, the auditorium was packed 
sad the audience emerged in the sort 
of good-humoured high which fol- 
lows the successful breaking down of 
barriers. 

Birmingham Rep's’ Candide Is a 
peat deal better than their As You 
Uke !l. Even the set, stripped of its 
straw and sawdust, looked more im- 
pressive, although some of the rakes 
seemed a little too steep for ( the 
family-dressed actors to negotiate. 
Hugh Wheeler's, book, adapted 
horn Voltaire, is much too thin and 
bland to reveal its parentage, but 
music helps, especially if written by 
Leonard Bernstein, and most of the 
verbal bite can be found in the 
lyrics.

The problem with Brighton 
Theatre's Brothers Karamazov was 
the venue: a room with rows of 
chnirs on the flat and much of the 
action performed on the floor.

The National Student Theatre’s 
Cramp by John Godber (who also ■ 
plays the lead) has already been 
praised and awarded for its original- 
ity and imaginativeness. It's a moral 
story about an overachieving young 
welghtlifter and the impossibility of 
attaining perfection in some (literal- 
ly) dead-end Northern town - or 
anywhere else. Cult, a new produc- 
tion, suffers by comparison. It needs 
better direction and more props but 
is enhanced by the presence of what 
must surely be a born actress: Emma 
Bernard, gutsy and gamine, trans- 
mutes the all-too-famiuar agonies of 
adolescence into tear-jerkine truth. 

But I can't believe that there is a 
better production to be found on the 
Fringe than Steve Berkoffs Deca- 
dence, played by himself and Linda 
Marlowe as if by one mind. Poetic 
and vulgar, savage, sad and funny, it 
defeats description. My only reserva- 
tion is that its female fantasies and 
obsessions are actually male fantasies 
and obsessions or, rather, represent 
a male idea of what female ones 
should be.

Fernand L6ger, 1881-1955. 

Riverside Studios, until 6 September 

Probably no other 20th century 
painter was more attached to the 
concrete objects of the world than 
Fernand L£ger. After a brief period 
of abstraction when he explored the 
potential contrasts of elementary 
planes, volumes and colours, he disc- 
overed in the trenches of the First 
World War his true vocation as a 
painter of things. Mostly man-made, 
these appeared in pictures that L«5ger 
ensured were equally evidently 
manufactured, their vitality and 
beauty existing not so much in truth 
to appearances as in their well 
ordered designs. One of Ihe most 
striking aspects of all his work is the 
light-rope balance maintained be- 
tween the integrity of the object and 
that of art; a quality splendidly evi- 
dent in “Still-Life with Vase" (1925) 
and "Painting" (1926). where clear- 
cut shapes are at once abstract and 
representational. 

To celebrate the centenary of his 
birth. Riverside Studios have im- 
ported a compact show held earlier 


.with Abel Gance and then making 
his own celebrated "Ballet M£cani- 
que". What appealed to him was the 
ability of film to edit ordinary life, 
isolating in close-up aspects of things 
not normally noticed. Whilst the Sur- 
realists were exploiting a combina- 
tion of objects For their erotic and 
violent associations, L6ger presents 


them separately in as dry and mat- 
ter-of-fact a way as possible, leaving 
the ambiguities of the material woria 


and their mediation through art to 
speak for themselves. 


this year at the Centre Pompidou in 
Paris, Fernand Liter: The Poetry of 
the Object 1928-1934 , itself the re- 


construction of an exhibition made 
by the artist at the end of that 
period. Framing this is a representa- 
tive display of works chosen by Paul 
Overy from British collections which 
cover Llger's entire career from his 
earliest contact with Cubism to a 
gouache, “The Shop Window" , 
painted in the last year of his life.

Every society bemoans its education 
system - usually with justification. An 
ttceptlon, perhaps, was the pre-1948 
650 , 000 -strong Jewish community in 
Palestine, which had an almost com- 
prehensive kindergarten (nursery 
Shod) system, a high school (gym- 
nasia) system of Central European 
Quality, a fine university in Jeru- 
salem and a sophisticated technolo- 
gical institute, the Technion, on 
flopes of Haifa's Mount Carmel. 

The schools may have lacked well- 
groomed playing fields or funds for 
the latest scientific equipment, but 
(he teachers were the cream of 
Europe’s intelligentsia, refugees from 
decades of Eastern European and 
German anti-Semitism. And the 
pupils, an almost homogeneous lot, 
came from highly literate, civilized 
homes. 

That Golden Age came to an end 
in the decade following Israel’s 
establishment in 1948, when the ori- 
ginal settlers absorbed almost one 
million destitute Jewish immigrants, 
mostly from Moslem North Africa 
and tne Middle East. 

The new Jewish state, expanding 
Its meagre resources on creating an 
infrastructure for survival, was able 
to provide the Sephardi (Oriental 
Jewish) newcomers with basic neces- 
sities - food, housing, jobs and 
schools. . ■ -

The Sephardjam, products of Mos- 
lem culture, spoke Arabic, not any 
European language, and were more 
oRhi than not illiterate. Lack of 


cent of the country’s Jewish universi- 
ty students were Sephardi. (That 
percentage has now risen to 17). 

Many educators and parents real- 
ized that a radical change could only 
be effected through some form 'of 
compulsory integration of the young 
in the schools. As things stood 8th- 
graders emerging from disadvantaged 
neighbourhoods and usually inadequ- 
ate local schools failed to obtain 
places in high schools or, if admit- 
ted, failed to do well. 

A major reform of the education 
system was launched in 1969/70. 
Junior high schools (grades 7-9) were 
introduced to serve as integration 
bridges between local primary 
schools (grades 1-6) and high schools 
(grades 10-12), which took in pupils 
on a competitive basis from all parts 
of the dty. The junior high schools, 
with compulsory integration, aimed 
to give prospective high school pupils 
from disadvantaged backgrounds 
three years in which to catch up with 
their Ashkenazi peers and to “ad- 
just” socially ana academically be- 
fore entering 10th grade. 

At the same time, a number of 
local municipalities decided to 
attempt integration in selected 
primary schools.

The layman may be put off by the 
social-science jargon; but both lav- 
man ^ and expert should note the 
book’s more serious flaw - its almost 
total disregard of the junior high 
school reform. On the basis of this 
text alone, the reader would receive 
an extremely lopsided view. 

Klein and Eshel conclude that 
compulsory integration by itself 
achieves nothing - it does not auto- 
matically bolster the academic per-- 
formance of disadvantaged pupils 
and does not lead automatically to 
social integration between the dis- 
advantaged and the well-established 
groups. All, in fact, depends on the 
types of intervention initiated by the 
school authorities, the quality and 
nature of the teaching (frontal, activ- 
ity, group) and the conditions 
(budget, premises, facilities, neigh- 
bourhood atmosphere) in which the 
teaching and the social activities 
among the pupils take place. A 
pattern of non-success or very li- 
mited success has emerged from the 
junior high school reform, despite 
enormous outlays. Supporting the 
continuation of integration program- 
mes, Education Ministry officials to- 
day stress that the cultural-social cap 
between Ashkenazim and Sephardim 
would have grown still wider had the 
reform not been inaugurated. But so 
far, and perhaps partly because of 
, the country’s limited means, integra- 
tion programmes have not livecl up 
to the expectations of their propo- 
nents, and while the gap continues to 
narrow - in the schools, through 
marriages, and through joint army 
and work experiences - the problem 
of the' “two Israels” remains.

As anyone who has even kept a 
tortoise knows, animals are nicer 
than humans. Barbara Woodhouse, 
who dismisses her marriage and 
courtship in a sentence, while devot- 
ing n chapter to the life of a Great 
Dane she kept in Argentina, is only 
singular in building her life on this 
knowledge. 

It certainly seems to have done 
her no harm. In a rich and varied 
life, breathlessly documented in 
Talking to Animals, she has broken 
horses in Argentina, kept cows in 
Berkshire, broken into films with her 
dogs, and captured the hearts if not 
the obedience of all the doggy own- 
ers glued to their sets for her televi- 
sion programme. Like any genius, 
she has always know what she 
wanted and gone straight after it, 
whether it was a bull calf for a film, 
a broken down pony to be saved 
from the knacker's yard, or a deter- 
mination to lose 20 pounds of over- 
weight in a fortnight. I am one of 
the many who came to jeer and 
stayed to marvel at Mrs Wood- 
house's energy, candour and guts. 

For it does take guts, or a pecu- 
liarly English eccentricity, to take 
your pony upstairs to explain to the 
manager of a garden centre that you 
hadn’t meant to damage his fields by 
exercising on them, to go to Argenti- 
na without n word of Spanish with 
your Great Dane, to pester the film 
companies until they make a film 
starring your doa. Not to mention 
learning German Tii sUr weeks Iplnlfe . 
to a visiting dog trained Nor has she 
lost the power of indignantly caring - 
“but in films no one cares about 
what hurt comes to people's feel- 
ings” - tempered with realism - “and 
that was that”, she concludes. 

It is a fallacy to think that liking 
animals means despising people.. 
People are not- absdnf from Talking 
to Animals: it is rather that to Mrs 
Woodhouse there is' no essential dif- 
ference between the farmers and film 
stars she deals with and the. animate ' 
she looks after. If on 'the .whole,., the 
animals comO off best and (he hu- 
man beings play -the stooges .in .Mrs 
Woodhouse’s comic anecdotes, the ’• 
reader cqnndt help seeing why. After * 
all. It look her dog Juno no time' at., 
all to learn how to carry her .basket’ • 
in a shopping queue, while It took a' 
film crew a fortnight to get one shot 
on location.

Gide was by no means alone in 
seeing the Armistice which the 
French Government had sought with 
Germany as being not only the way 
to avoid another dreadful blood let- 
ting like the experience of France in 
the First Work!

With the defeat, the discredited 
Third Republic had lost its legitima- 
cy: the Vichy regime of Marshal Pi- 
tain was to be. nn opportunity for 
moral regeneration; a concentration 
on values that would make France 
great again; a time to substitute tra- 
vail, fa/nille, patrie for liberty, egaliti, 
fraternity. 

Youth was to be at the spearhead 
of this regeneration. Education was 
an easy scapegoat in defeat, for “if it 
could be proved that the war was 
lost on the benches of the primary 


ches of the Ecoles de Guirre they as 
.. well had worked hard". 

The Youth of Vichy France is an 
excellent book on the subject. One 
imagines that it has not been an easy 
book to write: most public and pri- 
vate archives on the Vichy period 
remain closed and Frenchmen are by 
no means at ease in their recollec- 
tions of those four dramatic years of 
occupation and collaboration. It is, 
however, a vital addition to an 
understanding of this period, both in 
terms of the nature of collaboration 
and resistance and also in the theory 
and amended practice of authorita- 
rian regimes. 

It was largely after 1914 that the 
-cult of youth bad begun and the 
fascist youth organizations spawned 
m Germany and Italy were of par- 
ticular importance in the advance of 
Hitler and Mussolini’s power. In 
France, as Mr Halls points out. it 
was particularly true that the nation 
was content to see Retain, at 84, the 
embodiment of gerontocracy, ex- 
alted. whilst those with a title to the 
future power were the only ones who 
had truly not been, a party to the 
nation's defeat. “TTie paradox oi 
maturity’s reliance on youth was nev- 
er belter illustrated.'’

Models of Moral Education: An 

Appraisal. By Richard II. Hersh, 
John P. Miller, Glen D. Fielding.

In apportioning blame for the recent 
riots in our inner cities some com- 
mentators have prcdictubly selected 
schools who, they sny, fmve neg- 
lected the moral education of their 
pupils. While one can hardly quarrel 
with the importance of mural educa- 
tion loo many of these commcntutnrs 
seem to have a sadly inadequate con- 
ception of what it should entail: they 
reveal a hawkish traditional faith in 
moral training through firm disci- 
pline and harsh punishment. This 
simplistic notion ignores the com- 
plexity of both morality in general 
and of the particular mural issues 
with which our society is now faced. 
As Hersh and his associates point 
out in this book, moral education is 
more complex and challenging in the 
1980s than in the past because the 
rights and responslblities of democra- 
tic living have become more com- 
plex. 

In a brief but useful first chapter, 
Hersh and his associates show that 
successful moral education must 
promote judgment based on reason- 
ing about moral principle and on 
imagination, humane caring nnd ac- 
tion. No one approach to moral 
education yet devised takes adequate 
account of all these processes. This 
book presents six models of moral 
education - rationale building, con- 
sideration, values clarification, cogni- 
tive moral development, values 
analysis and social action - which 
differ in terms of the process most 
emphasized. The primary concern of 
the rationale building, value analysis 
and cognitive moral development 
models is with moral judgment. The 
consideration model, the product of 
the Schools Council project on moral 
education, focusses on the import- 
ance ofcaring as distinct from judg- 
ment. The values clarification model

Teachers selecting an atlas for young 
children already have a wide choice . A 
recent analysis in Geographical Work 
in Primary and Middle Schools (Geog- 
raphical Association) compared 23 
such atlases published between 1973 
and 1980. 

Those teachers attracted to Your 
dz/oMHiblished jointly by E.J. Arnold 
and George Philip, should note that 
they will first have some licking to do 
since a printing error on the map 
legend necessitates the substitution of 
a large replacement panel of gummed 
paper. Nor is this the only printing 
error - the index prints “Caenarfon” 
and '‘Conemara’’ among the C's for 
instance. 

• Despite these minor faults this is a 
good atlas with clear easily-read maps, 
showing first the different regions of 
the British Isles on a scale of about 20 
miles .to 1 inch, and then n short 
sequence of maps showing the six 
continents and tne world. Separate 
indexes are provided for the British 
Isles and the world nnd there is a 
particularly useful long introduction, 
explaining clearly how to find places on 
a map, compass directions and use of 
scale. 

Such an introduction would have 
been very welcome In A First Puffin 
Childrens World Atlas , if only to 


explain exactly what benefit young 
children are supposed to derive from 


maps of symbols showing the products 
and economic activities of Ihe different 
regions of the world instead of the 
more conventional names and places. 
A large map of Japan, for instance, 
shows coal- mining in Hokkaido but 
omits to mention the name of the island 
where the collieries are situated. In- 
deed only two places (Tokyo and 
Osaka) ire shown on a map occupying 
the greater part of an A4 page. 

The back cover suggests this “is an 
ideal introductory atlas for 7 to 9 year 
olds" yet on page 47 we are told 'The 
book is intended for use by children 
between the ages of five and eight 
years”. To make matters even more 
confusing “Simon and Sarah”, who 
introduce the different maps of the 
world, must be at least ten or eleven 
years of ngel 

Superficially the atlas offers excel- 
lent valud since it is well produced with 
colourful maps and full colour photo- 
graphs throughout. The authors say 
we hove endeavoured to ensure that 
simplicity is not achieved at the ex- 
pense of accuracy", but theirclaim that 
‘This book is therefore presented as a 
precise summary of the countriesof the 
world" is belied by statements such as 
that on page 5, where Simon and Sarah 
are described as living “in Great Bri- 
tain. which is a small country”. Nor is it 
very helpful to young children to show 
a map of Ireland with symbols to the 
west of Dublin signifying “potatoes 
and yams".

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AN EXPERIENCE 
OF INDIA continued 

Some of our experiences in Gula- 
pura were decidedly surrealist. Singing 
“If you’re happy and you know it” to a 
school assembly on a roof with the sun 
streaming down on you and the stu- 
dents not having the faintest idea what 
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dents not having the faintest idea what 
you're doing is one of them. 

While tn Oulapura we visited hoty 
Pushkar Lake were Brahma's lotus fell 
to create a mountain oasis in the great 
Thar desert. Pushkar has (he only 
temple to Brahma, the Creator, in all 
India and this is the destination of 
many pilgrims. On reaching the lake 
we were seized by a priest who thrust a 
coconut into our hands, tied string- 
round our wrists and put paste on our 
foreheads while he repeated the sacred 
words “500 temples, 52 kings, father, 
brother, mother, sister,- all family, 
good luck, Pushkar Lake, thank you 
mat will be ten rupees.” 

Gulaputa was interesting, but we 
were always under the auspices of the 
school we stayed at which tended to 
prevent, us meeting people except 
under forced circumstances. We left 
just as we were getting to know some of 
the villagers and would have liked 
more time in which to cement the 
friendships'. 

We had by now lost all concept of 
time, Udaipur, Aurangabad and Bom- 
bay all seemed ages apart yet the time 
slipped through our fingers too quickly 
and we were lost in the wonder of what 
was going on. Udaipur was^ rich city of 
lakes ana silver, of bazaars and tem- r 


pies. We spent a thoroughly decadent 
afternoon at the Lake Palace Hotel, a 
most luxurious and elegant establish- 
ment and then returned to sleep on the 
floor of an empty classroom. 

The main purpose of visiting Auran- 
gabad was to see the caves of Ellora 
and the frescoes of Ajanta. Ellora’s 
main cave was the Kailasa, a repre- 
sentation on earth of Shiva the Des- 
troyer’s heaven. The caves were intri- 
cate and stimulating but on climbing up 
a small river valley and sitting in silence 
watching ail India from this still van- 
tage point one began to understand the 
devotion of those who had worked so 
hard for the Gods who had given them 
all this fertile beauty. The innocence 
and simplicity of their religion faded in 
comparison with nature’s creations - 
just to look at it all gave a sense of 
peace and understanding, a quietness - 
rarely felt in England. 

We finished off our trip by spending 
three days in Bombay, a pulsating, 
filthy city, which although westernized 
retained a character of its own which 
was particularly Indian. We spent our 
time shopping, buying sitars, hookahs,' 
statues and clothes - conscious all the 
time of feeling rather deflated in that 
- we would soon have to return. 

. What then were ouf most powerful 
impressions of India? An intense con- 
fusion must be the first - what can be 
said about a society based on organized 
inequality, where the men wear make- 
up and the cow Is sacred? This confu- 
sion tgas an essential part of the rhythm 
of life; a life, based on the concept of 


“Indian time" where things are late, 
early or never. The day is slow and 
uncompetitive, there are no rush 
hours, no pressing engagements and 
indeed nothing seems to have any 
ultimate purpose except that of sur- 
vival. 

Poverty abounds yet none of its 
ugliness seems to pervade. Again our 


experiences of it were varied, we saw 
sadly mutilated men, obviously dis- 
eased and dying and then in Delhi we 


saw a beggar who finished his begging, 
sot up. Brushed himself down and 
nailed a taxi. We saw very little 
malnutrition and it must be seen as an 
encouraging sign that India is manag- 
ing to produce food for her ever- 
increasing population. 

A land di great diversity India was an 


incredible experience which we all fell 
In love with. It is the people that make 
the country - they are warm, tolerant, 
mercenary, and completely harmless. 
The paradox mixes with the peace 
under the aegis of religion, a conflux of 
many divergent rites, beliefs and 
superstitions combining to make a 
society which embraces everything as 
its own. A friend we met in uulapura 
told me that he had a great respect for 
Christ - he was a very good Hindu. 

We could perhaps learp from them 
as they learnt from us. Our time in 
India was invaluable, it left us with a 
wealth of memories, souvenirs and 
above all friends. For us, life in a third 
world country was not squalid, brutal 
and meaningless, it was slow, gentle 
and fascinating. I looked at England 
and hated.lt.

The popularity in Germany of King 
Ludwig II never ceases to amaze me. 
As almost the last of the Wittelsbach 
kings, his reign, "which followed the 
brilliant period of reform and cultural 
eminence throughout Bavaria of his 
predecessors, was hardly one of 


1866 greatly reduced Bavarian 
sovereignty and nearly bankrupted the 
state; hardly ingredients of popularity. 

His most lasting legacy is the trio of 
royal residences - Cinderhof, Neus- 
chwanstein and Herrenchiemsee - 
which today are among the most 
frequently visited attractions in the 
whole Federal Republic. For all his 
aberrations - he was an unexciting man 
of indifferent health and a sensitive, 
diffident and misanthropic monarch - 
Ludwig II was an undeniably notable 
ruler: “The last true king of his 
century" is Paul Verlain's poetic tri- 
bute. 

His death by drowning in the reeds 
of the Starnbergersee has never been 
explained satisfactorily, but the spot 
hns become a place of pilgrimage; the 
destination fora weekend picnic over- 
looking the lonely cross standing in the

valley the other side brought me to 
Herrschlng, a resort on the Ammersee. 
If you are a glutton for punishment you 
can walk round the lake to Diessen on 
the opposite shore which looks closer 
than it actually is. To do so, as I 
discovered, aads 15 traffic-snarled 
kilometres to the route when b good 
ferry service is available. 

Diessen, too, has a church and 
monastery that dwarfs its community. 
It was once -the collegiate church of 
Augustine, but l was unable to find out 
more because it was closed for repair. 
It is more impressive than beautiful, 
through the interior is said to be one of 
the stateliest of Fischer's Baroque 
creations in southern Germany. I spent 
the night at the lakeside Strand Hotel 
of adequate comfort but lacking in 
character. 

The path out of Diessen is muddled 
at present by a rash of house-building 
in the town’s suburbs, but eventually I 
was directed back onto the route by an 
ancient Bavarian in acloak who might 
have been Ludwig himself. Only here 
and at occasional junctions were direc- 
tion-signs lacking; the new footpath 
being marked clearly by a blue letter K 
topped by a crown. Aid because the 
route is of recent origin, some markers 
have fallen victim to sovenir-hunters. 

Wessobrunn church is well-known 
too for its fine stucco ornamentation.

usual glorious Baroque interior to an 
expanded church. 

Wildsteig was my fourth night’s 
resting place whecq. the Gasthnus 
Strauss was my home-firom-home in 
this delightful village.

To describe the USA as the land of 
tinsel Bnd plastic is a deafening tru- 
E Besides, there Is a lot to be said 
for plastic; it « not always synony- 
mous with the gross and the ugly, 
and has effected an alchemy of stylo 
and ease where they were never 
ile before. But to truly appreci- 
iu American apotheosis - ersatz 
for enatz sake - you need to board n 
bus in downtown Los Angeles and 
head for Disneyland. . 

A whelm, Orange County, is a 
small town to the south east of the 
vast city sprawl. Disneyland Is its 
industry. Hundreds of restaurants, 
holds 'arid ' motels cling round the 
edus oi foe huge amusement park. 
The? are the last outside air vou 
breathe before you are swallowed up 
by what the ever-illuminated digital 
rims announce as "The Happiest 
Place on Barth". 

After foe long, dull bus nde I felt 
best able to face such felicity forti- 
fled by lunch. At the Disneyland 
Hotel, it was served in the slatted sun 
and snadow of an orange and yellow 
plastic arbour. The tinned fruit on my 
plate 1 thought a special touch in this 
orchard state where the fresh variety 
win so cheap and abundant it became 
an ubiquitous mealtime accompani- 
ment. The tiny, graceful finches that 
flew in from the bright sunlight to - 
perch on my table were suspiciously 
reminiscent of the Disney celluloid 
species'. That morning I had read in 
Hie Los Angeles Times of a newly- 
arrived Soviet immigrant who had 
cast a sceptical eye over the palm 
trees that studded the southern Cali- 
fornia landscape in such profusion. 
Here l loo had serious doubts. Every- 
one at the next table sported Mickey 
Moure T-shirts. It was not hard to 
enter info foe spirit of things. 

Disneyland is enormous fun. But 
what maVies it fun is essentially what 


makes it so appalling. 

For around $10 “The Magic King- 
dom" (as it is also known) is yours 
for a day. This means the unlimited 
use of tne 57 attractions housed in 
the 76-acre park. Nestling among 
them are a multitude of gimmicky 
restaurants, soda fountains and girt 
shops where you can buy anything 
from classic Mickey Mouse toys ana 
knick-knacks to peasant dresses im- 
ported from Guatemala, space-age 
games or carved deities from tne 
Pacific Islands. Summer evenings 
offer live music and review shows, 
often with "star names” and end 
.with a firework* display. 

One obvious element in Disney- 
land's pleasure is its sheer excess. It 
is not simply the excess of numbers 
and scale, of the funfair that repli- 
cates itself over and over (How 
many ways can you make a roller 
coaster different? There they abound 
in a multiplicity of guises). It is the 
excess of artifice, to a degree where 
it reigns supreme, and it becomes 
infinitely preferable to the real thing. 
Disneyland is a reassuring fiction. It 
compensates for nature - its messi- 
ness, untidiness and threatening dan- 
gers. The world of the unknown or 
the un-American is brought under 
clockwork control and rendered 
harmless. 

To invoke childhood as the why 
and the wherefore of all this is to 
miss the point. Children go in their 
thousands, but if the midsummer's 
day I spent there is anything to go 
by, they are greatly outnumbered by 
adults. The family outing is one 
adult pretext, but many tourists and 
day-trippers are without it. For at 
the heart of Disneyland's success is 
the appeal of the traditional funfair. 
Roller coasters, belter skelters, 
speedway, merry-go-rounds, haunted, 
houses are here a-plenty, providing 


spectacle, glamour and the stomach- 
churning excitement of danger that 
can be safely enjoyed. And Disney- 
land spectacle ana timing extends 
artificial experience much much 
further. 

The superabundant fun of the fair 
is doubly enhanced by precision- 
operated special effects that create, 
thinly but efficiently, the cartoon- 
strip version of another world and 
another time. Different “theme- 
lands” with their scenic backdrop 
furnish the setting. In Frontierland 
you can ride the Big Thunder Moun- 
tain Railroad, starting out from a 
mock frontier town and tilting and 
plunging your terrifying way through 
steep bat-filled tunnels and along the 
edge of precipices. You can take a 
Mississippi steamer, explore Tom 
Sawyer 5 island or survey the wilds 
of the frontier from the top of a keel 
boat. (Plastic model) “Injuns" lurk- 
ing on the river bank are provided 
for your amusement. 

In Tomorrowland you can shoot 
through outer space or travel 
through inner space to discover the 
wonders of the human body. In 
Adventureland you embark on a 
jungle cruise where the route is lined 
with life-size animated tigers, 
elephants, hippopotami and other 
animals from an undifferentiated 
jungle land also peopled with ridicu- 
lously fierce head hunters and comic 
frightened African “natives” being 
chased up a tree with a pair or 
snapping jaws in pursuit. It's unre- 
mitting Boy’s Oiwi-style racism. The 
guide's commentary revels in it, and 
in repeated offers to toss mothers-in- 
law overboard to the crocodiles. The 
chat is clearly scripted and delivered 
with such pat precision-timing that it 
might well be as remote-controlled 
. as the boat you are In, . 

Disneyland is no place for sport- 
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taneity. Its efficiency and super- 
cleanness are almost frightening. 


Long queues stretch outside major 
attractions. They move rapidly and 
evenly. Nothing ever seems to break 
down. Alcohol is banned and any 
signs of disruptive behaviour would 
be instantly dealt with by plain- 
clothes surveillance personnel. 

Clockwork models and theme- 
uniformed staff are barely disting- 
uishable In their robot- like anonym- 
ity. No one stops smiling. There is 
no British holiday camp heartiness. 
Instructions are issued with an assur- 
ance that anticipate unquestioning 
co-operation. Boat passengers are 
commanded to wave in unison to 
those on shore. Obeyed. A clock- 
work parrot urges the audience to 
applaud after each recorded, musical 
number in the repertoire of a feath- 
ered ctockwork chorus aided by ani- 


mated plastic flowers. The audience 
obliges, with apparently gamine en- 
thusiasm. 

“The Happiest Place on Earth” 
was opened in July 1955 with a capit- 
al investment of $L7miUion. By the 


time the 200 millionth guest passed 
through its portals in January this 
year that figure had multiplied many 


times. And it just grows and grows. 
Its attractions every year more 
numerous. 

It is also a never never land of 
official American myths, an ethos 
untouched by any whiff of liberalism 
from the outside - a model of dean, 
carbolic, redneck family fun. ‘It . de- 
mands no efforts from its visitors, 
only acquiescence. It offers the de- 
lights pr extreme passivity;, an invit- 
ing straight jacket of enjoyment.-: I 
can't recommend it. I cnn only say 
have fun when you go.

Calabria, the toe at the end of Italy's 
lanky body, has a sinister reputation. 
Bandits have roamed wild in its 
mountains, the Mafia corrupted its 
urban administrations and family 
feuds and bloody vendettas have 
long tormented its villages. While 
the northern half of the country, 
along ■ with the rest of western 
Europe, has been getting along nice- 
ly with its post-war economic mira- 
cle, the south - and Calabria in 
particular - has remained an econo- 
mic backwater. This industrial neg- 
lect, its untainted peasant ways and 


relatively unspoilt coastline have, pa- 
radoxically, made the province all 
the more appealing for the outsider. 
Although echoes of a violent past 
give an occasional rumble, Calabria 


, made the province all 
tppeaiing for the outsider, 
echoes of a violent past 


ts a warm and welcoming place. 

But while Calabria slowly makes 
its belated appearance on the sea, 
sand and sun-sodden agenda of the 
package tour operators whose clients 
now pepper the strips of beautiful 
shoreline, its remote mountain vil- 
lages have yet to be inundated by 
the new tourist trade, it is an area 
where those overworked brochure 
adjectives “unspoilt" and “little 
known" really do apply. 

Two-thirds of the land is officially 


Two-thirds of the laud is officially 
classified as “non-viable” leaving the 
good bits, mostly terraces carved out 


good bits, mostly terraces carved out 
of steep sided slopes, to be culti- 
vated with the degree of intensity 


normally bestowed on a window box. 
Here, the Calabresian smallholders 


practice the ways of self-sufficiency 
out of necessity, not a fashionable 
sense of environmental conscience. 
Tomatoes, for just one example, are 
home grown for seasonal salads, but 
mostly find their way into home- 
made sauce, bottled in recycled beer 
bottles .along with a sprig of basil: 
'and wild oregano. All flour is truly 
home pride, the result of hours of- 
hand digging (the terraces being 
mostly too small for mechanical cul- 
tivators, let alone the families being 
too poor to own one), seed sowing, 
frequent watering, harvesting with a 
sickle, then baling up for. threshing, 
and grinding before being kneaded 
ind baked as bread or rolled and 
sliced Into tagliatelli. 

Meals are whatever is ripe and 
whoever'8 due for slaughtering. The 
hills of Calabria are alive with the 
sound of animals, a Noah’s Ark In 
quadrophonics. In rough decibel 
order there's cow mooing^ goat 
bleating, dog . barking, pig oinking,

Much later came the Phoeni- 
cians, the Carthaginians and then the 
Romans.

Sedgwick from Yorkshire first came 
to Gibraltar with the RAF in FHO.

Not with 
another local girl,” he laughed "but 
with Gib itself’. A year ago he re- 
turned with his wife and children and 
joined the police force.

At tne top ot the rock, 1,400 ft.

We drove south to St. Michael’s 
Cave, biggest of the 144 caves on the 
rock, where the inside temperature 
remains a constant 61* in winter and 
62° in summer. The leaflet which we 
were given says; “It is an offence 
punishable by law to break, deface 
or in any way tamper with stalag- 
mites and stalactites. DO NOT 
SPOIL • WHAT NATURE HAS 
TAKEN CENTURIES TO CRE- 
ATE," It takes 80 years for them to 
grow one single Inch! 

The Phoenicians used this cave, 
the Romans used it as a temple and 
during World War II the Army got 
ready, but never used, the main hull 
as an emergency hospital with wards 
and operating theatres. They oiso 
stored ammunition in it which 
needed to be ventilated and so u 
tunnel was dug, as a result of which 
the floor collapsed and another 
series of caves found.

The coast of Brittany has many 
facets. From St. Maio and the not- 
to-be-missed medieval town of Dinan 
op the river Ranee, and Dinard, re- 
sort queen of the Emerald Coast 
which stretches from Cahcale to Le 
Vni-Andfe, you can pedal your way 
along the Breton Cornlche, with its 
rosy granite rooks, in parts harshly 
eroded into forms known as Death's 
Head, Corkscrew and Elephant. At 
the western extremity' lies the’ aber 




low where you have to, on the 
Michelln map number 13, or Carte 
Touristique 1051. Many of the Tie, 
Ker and Plou prefixed villages, fol- 
lowed by a saint’s name, have splen- 
did churches with carved and colour- 
ful interiors and slender, ornate and 
usually square belfries. Breton vil- 
lages are also famed for their calvar- 
les, sculptures depicting scenes from 
tne life of Christ, carved with preci- 
sion by local artisans. If you're lucky 
your visit may coincide with a par- 
don, a religious procession cum vil- 
lage fete, one of the fare occasions 
that villagers wear traditional cos- 
tumes, including the lacy coiffes 
headgear. Village hopping offers 
limitless potential in these “Kant 
bro, kani g iz. kdnt parrez, kant iiiz 
a poem which, translated from the 
Breton, means "a hundred countries, 
a hundred guises, a hundred parishes 
and a hundred churches". 

Brittany Ferries operate year- 
round services between Plymouth 
and Roscoff, Portsmouth and St. 
Malo. In summer they also have a 
Plymouth to St. Malo service. Fares 
cost around £30 round trip, depend- 
ing on the season, with an additional 
charge for reclining seats, berths or 
cabins, and £2 to £j for your bicycle. 
Bicycles can be hired in Brittany - 
details from the French Tourist 
Office, 178 Piccadilly, W.I., or from 
the local Syneticaf a Initiative, found 
in all sizeable towns. The best guides

One of the best things we did when 
we went to Peru was to walk the 
Inca Trail. Peru is good walking 
country: high, wild, with streams ana 
cloud forests and vistas of jagged 
snow peaks above the dizzy green 
hills. The Inca Trail, near the old 
imperial capital of Cuzco, is the old 
- and recently rediscovered - Inca 
highway into the realm of the city of 
Machu Picchu. 

Machu Picchu is the only Inca city 
of any size undiscovered by the Spa- 
niards. Indeed, it was completely lost 
to history until a Yale archaeologist, 
the adventurous Hiram Bingham, 
stumbled Upon its ruins in 1910. He 
was looking for the Lost City of 
Vilcabamba, a legendary fortress 
where the last rebel Incas held out 
against Spanish domination in the 
nud-sixteemli century. A peasant 
told him that there were some ruins 
in the Inaccessible jungle ravine of 
the river Urubamba, Sacred to the 
Incas. When Bingham arrived at the 
site, crossing the hundred-foot wide 
foaming torrent on single logs, he 
was convinced that ruins so extensive 
must be that Lost CUy.
